High as $11,000 Day, 
Johnson Charges. 


Washington, D. C., March 22.—[Spe- | 
cial.]—In a speech in the house today | 
on the army appropriation bill Repre- 
sentative Ben Johnson [Dem., Ky.] | 
made the charge that the war depart-| 
ment had been guilty of paying ex- 
travagant fees to auctioneers in Chi- | 
cago, New York, and other cities in the 
public sale of surplus army goods.

POTENTIAL PROFIT IN THE 
gOIL SCANDAL. 


One development of paramount importance and 
value to the country now appears to be coming out 
of the Washington oil scandals and investigations. 
It is the preliminary work toward the establish- 
ment of a sound and definite policy with reference 
to of] supplies and reserves for the army and navy. 
If that is accomplished, with the attendant assur- 
ance of preparedness and safety fn any war emer- 
gency, any wunpleasantnesses, moral shock, and 
individual disgrace or punishment will be a cheap 
price for the service rendered to the nation. 

One of the most important things which the oil 
investigation has disclosed is the absence of an 
adequate policy with respect to essential ofl sup- 
plies for navy and army uses in war. The very 
fact that these scandals could develop as they have 
is sufficient proof of that fact. Few persons in 
authority even now seem to be satisfied as to 
whether it. is better to leave the oil in the ground, - 
possibly subject to drainage through adjacent prt 
vate wells, or to have it extracted on a royalty 
and stored above ground at points of safety 
and convenience to the navy and army. 
Testimony on that issue is much like the expert 
testimony of alienists or handwriting experts at 
a criminal] trial. The. experts on each aside see 
things and testify exactly as their princtpals desire 
But in the meantime Col Theodore Roosevelt, 
assistant secretary of the navy, and for several 
Gaye acting secretary, has started preparation. of 
a comprehensive plan of maintaining adequate oil 
reserves. When that plan, based upon the best 
available estimates of what.the country would 
need in the way of of] in the event of a war enier- 
gency, is perfected, it will be presented to congress 
for approval and action necessary to putting it into 
effect. Congress will then have a chance to’ show 


charges of looting of the oil reserve, Also it will 
have a chance to provide for the. protectién of 
the country. That is what is needed, and most

I recetved dividends once 
or twice. The stocks were paid for in 
full. They have now appointed a stock- 
holders’ protection committee and have 
assessed me $25 on preferred stocks and 
$10 on common stocks. I believe they 
have appointed a receiver. Do I have 
to pay this assessment or can I sue 
them for my money which I have al- 
ready paid them? P. M. 
There is no technical legal right to collect 
from a stockholder whose stock has once 
been paid in full, but if the corporation is 
faced with bankruptcy it may be that the 
only way to save etockholders’ interests is by 
putting in additional money, If some of 
the stockholders refuse to contribute. the 
ones who are willing to put in additional 
money may organize a new corporation and 
purchase the asserts. 
In general a stockholder is not entitled to 
compel a corporation to refund the purchase 
price of the stock.

T. R. PLAYED AS 
A BOY DOOMED 


New York, March -22.—[Special.}— 
Another famous landmark of old New 
York will pass out of existence shortly. 
The Douglas mansion,- at 128 West 
14th street, where Theodore Roosevelt 


slid down banisters when a boy, will 
be razed and in its place will be reared 
an imposing structure, the new Salva- 
tion Army headquarters. 

First the home of a branch of. the 
Roosevelt family, the building later 
housed the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art and was the scene of many ex- 
hibitions that attracted worldwide com- 
ment. When the museum moved to 


Central park in 1879, the mansion

A typical assemblage of freshwater animals would include 
many protozoa, like amebe and the bell-animalcules, a rep- 
resentative of one family of sponges (Spongillidz) the com- 
mon hydra, many unsegmented worms (notably Planarians 
and Nematodes), many annelids related to the earthworms, 
many crustaceans, insects, and mites, many bivalves and 
snails, various fishes, a newt or two, perhaps a little mud 
turtle, or, in warm countries, a huge Crocodilian,. various 
interesting birds like the water-ouzel, or dipper, and mam- 
mals like the water-vole and the water-shrew. 

Freshwater animals have to face certain difficulties, the 
greatest of which are drought, frost, and being washed away 
in times of flood, There is no more ‘interesting study in the 
world than an inquiry into the adaptations by which tresh- 
water animals overcome the difficulties of the situation. We 
cannot give more than a few illustrations. 

(1) Drought is circumvented by the capacity that many 
freshwater animals have of lying low and saying nothing. 
Thus the African mudfish may spend half the year encased in 
the mud, and many minute crustaceans can survive being 
dried up for. years. (2) Escape from the danger of being 
frozen hard in the pool is largely due to the almost unique. 
property of water that it expands as it approaches the freez- 
ing point. Thus the colder’ water rises to the surface arid 
forms or adds to the protecting blanket of ice. The warmer 
water remains unfrozen at the bottom, .nd the animals live 
on. (3) The risk of being washed away, e. g. to the sea, is 
lessened. by all sorts of gripping, gr. »plinc, and anchoring 
structures, and by shortening the juvenile stages when the 
risks are greatest.

: Asked in New York if the average

Armstrong said it is a piece of appa- 
ratus which can be built only by an 
experienced radio engineer and that 
the exact dimension of each wire and 
part must be known, 


Not for Home Building. 

“I should not advise any one,” he 
said, “to attempt to build a home 
made superheterodyne operating on 
the second harmonic principle because 
I know the results would be extremely. 
disappointing.” 

Dr. Alfred N.. Goldsmith, who did 
considerable research work on the su- 
perheterodyne receiver, said: “ The set 
cannot be built by the average radio 
follower. It consists of-a heavy cast 
ing called a catacomb box in which 
shelves are arranged for mounting the 
apparatus. All of the parts are rhount- 
ed and then the catacomb is filled with 
wax, making the set practically a solid 
block. The instruments are so@de- 
signed that they will not function the 
same in air as they will in the wax 
block, This is a new practice in con- 
struction of radio sets. If an experi- 
menter took one of the sets apart and 
attempted to build a duplicate I am 
afraid he would experience great diffi- 
culty. A hookup or Dlueprint of the 
second harmonic superheterodyne 
would be about as useful in building 
the set as a map of Asia.” 

Says Old Type Radiates. 
“Dr. Goldsmith said that the ordinary 
type superheterodyne receiver, as built 
experimentally by some radio enthusi- 
asts, using from eight to ten tubes 
was difficult to operate and radiated 
energy continuously, although the op- 
erator was not aware that his set was 
squealing and interfering with his 
neighbor. With the regenerative circuit 
the operator can tell when his set is 
disturbing nearby receiving sets, but 
in the case of the old type superhetero- 
dyne only the neighbor can tell that 
the set is howling.”

As the primary object of this series 
on the construction of circuits leading 
toward a nonradiating receiver of 


proved efficiency and great range with 
the crystal set, without waste of appa- 
ratus, is to get the home builder) 
Siarted on the job if he cares to tackle 
it, thie article will wade into the 
crystal set first and tackle the coil 
theory afterward. 

The accompanying photographs 
show how the’ crystal set, using the.

By Eleanor Jewett. 


VAST summer garden heavy 
with bloom is the truest image 
with which to envisage in words 
the effect produced by the 
fourth international water color exhi- 
bition Bow on view in the east gal- 
leries of the Art institute. A riot of 
harmonizing colors sweeps the rooms. 
The ripe beauty of flowers, wide open 
to the sky before the first of the petals 


drops, drops to bewitch the earth into 
kindness for the fragrant bianket of 
fallen bloom which will soften its 
breast on the morrow, that ripe 
beauty, mature, insolent, exquisite, 
perfect, is seen in picture after picture 
as individuals and in the exhibit as a 
composite group. 

Aside from its beauty, the most sur- 
prising characteristic of the exhibition 
is its cosmopolitan similarity—the Ger- 
man to the Swedish; the French to the 
English; the English to the American; 
the American to the German, French, 
Swedish, and English; and one Swedish 
exhibitor to the Japanese. Truly the 
boundaries of the various nations are 
almost obliterated on the common field 
of art. 

Indicative of the representation 
given to the various countries, it may 
be interesting to note that thirty-nine 
of the paintings are Swedish, thirty- 
two German, twenty-three English, ten 
French, seven Norwegian, four Cana- 
dian, two Hungarian, one Scotch, and 
one Japanese. The others are Amer- 
ican.
